The  Service  Center  tries  to  be

|  plete  with  clean  bed  and  break- 
l  fast  for  which  a  charge  of  25 
!  cents  is  made.  Available  free  are 
a  large  lobby,  a  writing  room,  a 
sleeping  room,  shower  room, 
pressing  room,  vault  (where  sold¬ 
iers  may  leave  their  valuables  for 
any  period),  a  wrapping  depart¬ 
ment,  snack  bar  and  game  room. 

Now  occupying  7900  square  feet 
on  the  second  floor  of  a  down¬ 
town  building,  the  Center  is  soon 
to  be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
3600  square  feet  on  the  ground 
floor.  A  part  of  the  new  room 
will  be  necessary  to  accomodate 
100  additional  beds  which  the 
army  has  offered  to  furnish. 

An  average  of  200  men  has 
used  the  Center  each  month  since 
Pastor  Becker  went  there  Jan.  26 
after  resigning  his  pastorate  in 
Madison,  Wis.  The  Center  opened 
by  two  local  pastors,  serves  the 
men  of  Camp  Hood  and  of  the 
297th  and  92nd  General  Hospital 
Corps.
